NAVAL COURT MARTIAL 
On the Officers and Company of his Majesty’s late ship the 
Ampbuscade, assembled on the 26th August at Portsmouth, 
SENTENCE. 

Purfuant to an order fromthe Right Hon. the Lords 
Commiffioners of the Admiralry, dated the 24th day of 
Augult inftant, and direéted to the Prefident, feuting 
forth, that Admiral Lord Bridport, K. B..Command- 
er in Chief of a fquadron of his Majetly’s thips and 
veflels employed, and to be employed inthe Channel, 
Soundings, &c. had tranfmitted to their Lordfhips a 
letter which his Lordthip had received from .Captain 
Henry Jenkins, commander of his Majefty’s lace thip 
Ambufcade, dated the zoth of December, 1798, re- 
prefenting that the faid fhip was captured ‘by the enemy 
on the 14th of the faid month, the Court ‘proceeded to 
enquire into the lofs of his Majefty’s faid thip the Am- 
bufcade, and to try the faid Captain Jenkins, her officers 
and company, for their conduct on that occafion; and 
havilg heard the evidence, and completed the enquiry, 
and having maturely and deliberately weighed and con- 
fidered’the whole, the Court is of opinion, that the lofs 
of his Majefty’s faid thip Ambufcade was chiefly occa- 
fioned by a rapid fuccefhon of the moft unfortunate ace. 
cidents, viz. the tiller being for a time rendered ulclefs, 
by the wheel being locked by the fpritfail-yard of the 
enemy’s fhip, when fhe ran” the Ambufcade on baard, 
and the tiller rdpes being at the fame time carried away ; 
by the Captain being wounded, and.of neceiflity carried 
below, the firft Lieutenant and Matter killed, and the 
marine officer twice wonnded ; by the burfting of-a gun, 
which wounded eleven ‘men ; by the blowing tp of 
cartridges, which forced out the flern,.and wounded 
feven more, and fet the fhip on fire; and the. Court 
doth adjudge the-faid Captain Jenkins, and her officers, 
to be’ acquitted ; and with refpect to the fhip’s company, 
the Court is of opinion, that many of them conducted 
themfelves in the moft exemplary manner ; but that, 
neverthelefs, a great portion of them did not behave 
with the ufual bravery of Britifh feamen afterjthe Cap- 
tain was wounded; but as the Court could not obtain 
any evidence. to particularize the mifbehaviour of any 
individual man, the Court, that they may not involve 
the imnocent with the guilty; doth proneynce a genéral 
fentencé of acquittal ; and the faid Captain Jenkins;her 
officers afid fhip’s company, are hereby acquitted -ac- 
cordingly.
